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BIG PETROLEUM 


Japan Bids 
Without Importing It. 


As is known, competition between 
the American and Russian petroleum, 
says a German paper, is very keen’ in 
the petroleum markets of Eastern Asia 
—a condition of affairs rendered still | 
more acute by the steadily growing 
petroleum industry of Java and Sum- 
atra. Japan has also entered the list 
of petroleum producers recently, and 
the demand for the home article is 
steadily increasing, although America 


and Russia still import about 6,090,000 | 


yen annually. The petroleum districts 


of Japan reach from Hokkaido to Aki- | 


to in the north, and throughout the en- 
tire length of the Provinces Echigo 
and Shinano as far as the Province 
Tolomi. Sixty drills have already been 
set up and twenty-eight more will soon 
be ready for operation. The method 
of drilling has been largely improved; 
while formerly drillers did not venture 
beyond a depth of 200 feet, they risk 
at present 800 and more; the methods 
of refining have also been improved, 
essentially. The largest markets for 


the Echigo petroleum are Hokkaido, | 


Shinana and the northern provinces of 
Yezo. A syndicate similar to that of 
the Standard Oil and the Russian trust 
is in process of forming for the pur- 
pose of improving the industrial pur- 
suits, and it is also expected that, 
when formed, efforts will be made to 
gain the Eastern market for the ex- 
port of the Japanese petroleum.

Almost immediately afterward the 
Filipinos’ line, from Calvocan to Santa 
Mesa, commenced a fusilade, which was 
ineffectual. The Nebraska, Montana 
and North Dakota outposts replied vig- 
orously and held their ground until re- 
inforcements arrived. 

The Filipinos in the meantime con- 
centrated | at three points, Calvocan, 
Gagalangin and Santa Mesa. 

At about 1 o’clock the Filipinos opened 
a ‘hot fire from all three blazes simul- 
taneously. This was supplemented by 
the fire of two siege guns at Balik-Balik, 
and by advancing their skirmishers at 
Paco and Pandacan. The Americans 
responded with a terrific fire, but owing 
to the darkness they were unable to de- 
termine its effect, 

The Utah light artillery finally suc- 
ceeded in silencing the native battery. 

The Third artillery also did good 
work on the extreme left. The engage- 
ment lasted over an hour. 

The United States cruiser Charleston 
and the gunboat Concord, stationed off 
Malabona, opened fire from their sec- 
ondary batteries on the Filipinos’ posi- 
tion at Calvocan and kept it up vigor- 
ously. At 2:45 there was another fusi- 
lade along the entire line, and the 
United States sea-going double monitor 
Monadnock opened fire on the enemy 
from off Malate. With daylight the 
Americans advanced. 

The California and Washington eek 
ments made a splendid charge and 
drove the Filipinos from the villages of 
Paco and Santa Mesa. 

The Nebraska regiment also distin- 
guished itself, capturing several prison- 
ers and one howitzer and a very strong 
position at the reservoir, which is con- 
nected with the water works. 

The Kansas and Dakota regiments 
compelled the enemy’s right flank to 
retire to Calvocan. 

There was intermittent firing at vari- 
ous points all day long. 

The losses fo the Filipinos cannot be 
estimated at present, but they are 
known to be considerable. The Ameri- 
can lossess are estimated at 20 men 
killed and 125 wounded.

Almost immediately afterward the 
Filipinos’ line, from Calvocan to Santa 
Mesa, commenced a fusilade, which was 
ineffectual. The Nebraska, Montana 
and North Dakota outposts replied vig- 
orously and held their ground until re- 
inforcements arrived, 

The Filipinos in the meantime con- 
centrated at three points, Calvocan, 
Gagalangin and Santa Mesa, 

At about 1 o’clock the Filipinos opened 
a hot fire from all three blazes simul- 
taneously. This was supplemented by 
the fire of two siege guns at Balik-Balik, 
and by advancing their skirmishers at 
Paco and Pandacan. The Americans 
responded with a terrific fire, but owing 
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termine its effect, 

The Utah light artillery finally suc- 
ceeded in silencing the native battery. 
The Third artillery also did good 
work on the extreme left. The engage- 
ment lasted over an hour. 

The United States cruiser Charleston 
and the gunboat Concord, stationed off 
Malabona, opened fire from their sec- 
ondary batteries on the Filipinos’ posi- 
tion at Calvocan and kept it up vigor- 
ously. At 2:45 there was another fusi- 
lade along the entire line, and the 
United States sea-going double monitor 
Monadnock opened fire on the enemy 
from off Malate. With daylight the 
Americans advanced. 

The California and Washington regi- 
ments made a splendid charge and 
drove the Filipinos from the Villages of 
Paco and Santa Mesa. 

The Nebraska regiment also distin- 
guished itself, capturing several prison- 
ers and one howitzer and a very strong 
position at the reservoir, which is con- 
nected with the water works, 

The Kansas and Dakota regiments 
compelled the enemy’s right flank to 
retire to Calvocan. 

There was intermittent firing at vari- 
ous points all day long. 

The losses fo the Filipinos cannot be 
estimated at present, but they are 
known to be considerable. The Ameri- 
can lossess are estimated at 20 men 
killed and 125 wounded. 

The Ygorates, armed with bows and 
arrows, made a very determined stand 
in the face of a hot artillery fire and 
left many dead on the field. 

Several attempts were made in this 
city last evening to assassinate Amer- 
ican officers. 


TREATMEMT FOR THE SHOES. 


How 2 Little Care Will Keep Them 
Looking Orderly. 


Winter is a difficult season of the 
year for the careful woman who is 
particularly neat about her  trimly 
shod feet. Snow is as disfiguring as 
mud on nicely polished leather and 
rubbers certainly do not add to their 
cleanly appearance. But a little care 
will keep them in orderly niceness. 
When you remove your heavy street 
boots, don’t toss them away in the 
closet all rumpled. Take time to 
stretch the uppers a trifle to straight- 
en out the lacing wrinkles. Do the 
same with the tongue. Brush off the 
dust and if they are damp put them 
where a current of air can. thoroughly 
dry them. Banana skins make an ex- 
cellent dressing and keep the leather 
soit. They are especially nice for 
cleaning enameled or patent leather. 
If your feet perspire freely use a good 
antiseptic powder freely dusted in the 
shoes; it will rest the feet and save 
the stocking. The grime and dust in 
the shoestring are very hard on the 
hands, as the dirt is ground into the 
flesh where the strings are drawn up 
tightly. Don’t be stingy with shoe- 
strings. Your dealer will furnish 
them free of charge, so change them 
often. Besides being clean, they add 
greatly to the appearance of the shoe. 
Watch .your heels and have them re- 
paired at the first indication of wear- 
ing off at one side. Nothing so dis- 
figures your gait or looks more untidy 
than run-down heels. besides the shoe 
soon loses its shape where the heel 
turns and will break where the un- 
wonted strain is occasioned by the 
twisted shoe,

Prof. J. B. Steere addressed the busi- 
ness men’s class at the Congregational 
church yesterday upon the _ subject, 
“The Best Form of Government Adapt- 
ed to the Philippine Islands.” Hs spent 
some time in that country and is au- 
thority upon the subject from personal 
knowledge. He somewhat surprised 
those present by some statements in re- 
gard to that race of people, whom the 
popular belief holds to be barbarous 
and entitled to little consideration. 

In the first part of his talk he showed 
the following: That the Filipinos are 
civilized and without tribal jealousies 
or tribal organizations; they are zealous 
and devout Catholics; they were hu- 
mane to their old masters, the Spanish, 
who fell into their hands as prisoners, 
albeit that the Spanish had maltreated 
them when they rebelled; they have pa- 
tiently borne the affront of having their 
capital taken from them by American 
troops after they had overcome the 
Spanish; and they have demonstrated 
their right to exist as a nation. But 
they are inexperienced in seif-govern- 
ment and are surrounded by 190,000 
Chinese who monopolize the retail trade 
and 200,000 halfbreeds who stand ready 
to set themselves up as an eristocracy, 
and 200,000 or 300,000 irreconcilable Mo- 
hammedans. They need help and coun- 
sel. Wih proper guidance they may 
escape the long schooling of bloodshea 
on their way to peace and a stable gov- 
ernment. 

Prof. Steere intimated that if the 
United States attempted to conquer the 


rather tough proposition. Théir coast 
cities are built of .basket-like houses, 
and if the American navy mows them 
down the Filipinos can return tomorrow 
and rebuild them at less than the cost 
of the ammunition.

Mr. Cockran is an anti-imperialist and 
is in consequence on tke unpopular, at 
present at least, side of this great ques- 
tion, and the generous amount of ap- 
plause, which at times increased into a 
volume that was terrific, showed a great 
appreciation of his knowledge of the 
subject anid the rather convincing way 


He made a great distinction petween 
“expansion’’ and “imperialism.” | 

“Expansion,” said he, ‘“‘is the expan- 
Sion of our constitutional system 
through enlarged fron'tiers.’’ 

“Imperialism” is the exercise by us in 
another territory of a form of govern- 
ment absolutely unlike our own; the ex- 
ercise of powers over a foreign people 
that we dare not attempt to exercise at 
home. ieee 

“When we annexed Texas, California 
and Louisiana,” he said, “we spread 
our constitutional system in new coun- 
tries. But on annexing the Philippines 
we will govern with a military system 
that will cause nothing but discontent 
and bloodshed and prove dangerous. to 
the safety of our own country. Our ik- 
stitutions could never take root there, 
and this condition would 'be an eternal 
danger to our prosperity.” 

Those parts of his great address which 
met the most applause were the follow- 
ing extracts: 

“No republic ever survived by the ef- 
forts of a mercenary soldiery; no re- 
public was ever weak that trusted to 
citizen soldiers.” 

“Independence? Who would undo 
the work of the civil war and shackle 
the negro again? Who would conquer 
and distribute the United States? And 
all ‘these are the work of the American 
soldier, and whatever the American sol- 
dier has done rests secure through the 
approval of the civilized world. The 
reason for this is tthat we have never 
invoked force except to protect justice. 
Our laborer is the bulwark of liberty, 
honesty and progress. 

“England is not rich because of her 
colonies but in spite of them. Ger- 
many’s trade has increased because it 
is not involved in foreign adventures, 
and the trade has increased in spite of 
her huge army which its people have to 
Support. If foreign colonies would 
make a country wealthy, Spain wouid 
be the richest in the world.” 

“England’s trade has languished in 
the last ten years, and it has been a 
period of great expansion with her. 
France has taken a lot of new territory 
curing that time, yet she has gone 
backward if anything commercially. 
Germany has had no chance to colonize, 
but her trade and population have 
grown immensely in spite of her burden 
of a great standing army. England by 
her policy of acquiring’ colonics may 
place the young sons of the ruling class 
into fine positions, but not one dollar 
does she put into the pockets of her la- 
borers.” 

“Some say that the United States is 
unfit to govern the Philippines. She is 
fitter than any country on the globe to 
do it. But there is just one thing that 
the United States is nut strong enougn 
to do, and that is to perpetrate a wrong. 
The United Sta'tes fears nothing but its 
own conscience.’’ 

Coming to the effect of imperialism on 
wages, the speaker said that condition 
of the producers of a nation is an infal- 
lible test of its prosperity. Wages are 
dependent on the volume of production, 
and the larger this volume the larger 
will be the money supply to the country. 
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builds up and creates a progressive, 
prosperous condition. Spent in buying

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Prof. J. B. Steere addressed the busi- 
ness men’s class at the Congregational 
church yesterday upon the subject, 
“The Best Form of Government Adapt- 
ed to the Philippine Islands.” Hs spent 
some time in that country and is au- 
thority upon the subject from personal 
knowledge. He somewhat surprised 
those present by some statements in re- 
gard to that race of people, whom the 
popular belief holds to be barbarous 
and entitled to little consideration. 

In the first part of his talk he showed 
the following: That the Filipinos are 
civilized and without tribal jealousies 
or tribal organizations; they are zealous 
and devout Catholics; they were hu- 
mane to their old masters, the Spanish, 
who fell into their hands as prisoners, 
albeit that the Spanish had maltreated 
them when they rebelled; they have pa- 
tiently borne the affront of having their 
capital taken from them by American 
troops after they had overcome the 
Spanish; and they have demonstrated 
their right to exist as a nation. But 
they are inexperienced in seif-govern- 
ment and are surrounded by 100,000 
Chinese who monopolize the retail trade 
and 200,000 halfbreeds who stand ready 
to set themselves up as an eristocracy, 
and 200,000 or 300,000 irreconcilable Mo- 
hammedans. They need help and coun- 
sel. Wih proper guidance they may 
escape the long schooling of bloodshea 
on their way to peace and a stable gov- 
ernment. 

Prof. Steere intimated that if the 
United States attempted to conquer the 
_ Filipinos they would run up against a 
rather tough proposition. Théir coast 
cities are built of .basket-like houses, 
and if the American navy mows them 
down the Filipinos can return tomorrow 
and rebuild them at less than the cost 
of the ammunition. If our heavily- 
armed troops undertake to fololw them 
into the interior, the barefooted native 
soldiers would march three miles to the 
Americans’ one and could never be 
compelled to fight until they wished it. 
They have no vital points to attack. The 
‘land is one of eternal summer and one 
of everlasting harvest. The American 
generals cannot adopt the tactics used 
in fighting the American Indians and 
starve them into submission by burn- 
ing their towns in the winter time. 

Just at this time these facts, coming 
from an authority, are particularly in- 
teresting. 


EMBALMED MEAT, 


Major Vaughan Says He Has Never 
Seen Even a Sample of It. 

Hither Maj. Victor C. Vaughan is one 
of the few fortunates of the army who 
did not have to go up against the aro- 
matic bovine condemned by Gen. Miles 
or he does not care to become involved 
in the ‘embalmed beef”? controversy. 

When seen by The Times Saturday in 
regard to the question, he said: 

“I saw no beef whatever but what 
was good, wholesome and healthful, 
and I visited every camp in the South 
and examined the supplies. At Santi- 
ago we had fresh meat shortly after 
arriving there, and there was nothing 
in our meat supplies in the meantime 
to complain of. In fact, I have never 
even seen a sample of the so-calied 
‘embalmed beef,’ and have had no op- 
portunity to subject it to a chemical 
analysis, nor do I know of anybody in 
Ann Arbor who has done so. 

“Of course, I understand that Gen. 
Miles particularizes the supply of meat 
sent to Porto Rico. I know nothing 
about this, as I was not there:and can- 
not say whether or not his charges are 
true.”

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the vehement lecturer—Hon. Bourke 
Cockran—upon the subject, ‘‘Militarism 
and Wages,” 

Mr. Cockran is an anti-imperialist and 
is in consequence on tke unpopular, at 
present at least, side of this great ques- 
tion, and the generous amount of ap- 
plause, which at times increased into a 
volume that was terrific, showed a great 
appreciation of his knowledge of the 
subject and the rather convincing way 
in which he put it. 

He made a great distinction netween 
“expansion” and ‘“‘imperialism.’’ | 

“Expansion,” said he, “is the expan- 
sion of our constitutional system 
through enlarged fron'tiers.’’ 

“Imperialism” is the exercise by us in 
another territory of a form of govern- 
ment absolutely unlike our own; the ex- 
ercise of powers over a foreign people 
that we dare not attempt to exercise at 
home. | 

“When we annexed Texas, California 
and Louisiana,” he said, “we spread 
our constitutional system in new coun- 
tries. But on annexing the Philippines 
we will govern with a military system 


that will cause nothing but discontent { 


and bloodshed and prove dangerous to 
the safety of our own country. Our in- 
stitutions could never take root there, 
and this condition would 'be an eternal 
danger to our prosperity.” 

Those parts of his great address which 
met the most applause were the follow- 
ing extracts: 3 

“No republic ever survived by the ef- 
forts of a mercenary soldiery; no re- 
public was ever weak that trusted to 
citizen soldiers.” 

“Independence? Who would undo 
the work of the civil war and shackle 
the negro again? Who would conquer 
and distribute the United States? And 
all these are the work of the American 
soldier, and whatever the American sol- 
dier has done rests secure through the 
approval of the civilized world. The 
reason for this is that we have never 
invoked force except to protect justice. 
Our laborer is the bulwark of liberty, 
honesty and progress. 

“England is not rich because of her 
colonies but in spite of them. Ger- 
many’s trade has increased ‘because it 
is not involved in foreign adventures, 
and the ‘trade has increased in spite of 
her huge army which its people have to 
Support. If . foreign colonies would 
make a country wealthy, Spain wouid 
be the richest in the world.” 

“England’s trade has languished in 
the last ten years, and it has been a 
period of great expansion with her. 
France has taken a lot of new territory 
during that time, yet she has gone 
backward if anything commercially. 
Germany has had no chance to colonize, 
but her trade and population have 
grown immensely in spite of her burden 
of a great standing army. England by 
her policy of acquiring’ colonics may 
place the young sons of the ruling class 
into fine positions, but not one dollar 
does she put into the pockets of her la- 
borers.” 

“Some say that the United States is 
unfit to govern the Philippines. She is 
fitter than any country on the globe to 
do it. But there is just one thing that 
the United States is not strong enough 
to do, and that is to perpetrate a wrong. 
The United States fears nothing but its 
own conscience.’’ 

Coming to the effect of imperialism on 
wages, the speaker said that condition 
of the producers of a nation is an infal- 
lible test of its prusperity. Wages are 
dependent on the volume of production, 
and the larger this volume the larger 
will be the money supply to the country. 
When the output of commodities is 
abundant prosperity is general. It has 
been said that workingmen can. unite 
and raise wages without regard to the 
amount of the product: Nothing is fur- 
ther from the truth. Such action wien 
attempted only bankrupts the employer 
and deprives the laborer of his source 
of income. 

The existence of a standing army les- 
sens production, and therefore decreas- 
es wages, he declared. The fruits of 
labor must support the army. The sol- 
dier does no work, and the laborer must 
support him; therefore the laborer has 
two mouths to feed, his own and the 
soidier’s. Production is further lessened 
by the fact that the flower of the youth 
of the land is drawn upon to man the 
army. Capital is contracted for sup- 
port of the army, and therefore is with- 
drawn from the fields of industry, and 
in that way again is production lessened 
and wages lowered. The farmer with 
the plow can till vastly more so1i than 
can the farmer with his bare hands. 
This plow is the product of labor of 
other days, and it is doing the work that 
is to bear fruit in the days to come. 
What diminishes capital limits the pro- 
ductivity of labor, and therefore the 
number of plows must be fewer and the 
results of their manipulation decreased. 
The money spent in munitions of war 
is money ‘thrown away. The invest-

THE NORMAL, 


What the Ped#gogues Have Done and 


wiat They Need. 

The Normal is sending out to its 
alumni and friends a circular letter giv- 
ing interesting statistical information 
in regard to the institution and setting 
forth its needs at the hands of the 
present state legislature. 

Following are some of the items giv- 
en: 

In 20 years the school enrollment has 
grown from 229 to something over 1,000. 
In the last 10 years it has increased 
nearly 40 per cent, while the average 
membership in the schools has doubled 
in the same time. 


The faculty has increased from 12 


members in 1878 to a roster of 56 now. 

The number of courses offered and 
the number of daily classes scheduled 
have more than trebled. 

Fifteen years ago the entire science 
work of the school was done by the 
teachers; it now requires seven. Nine 
years ago one teacher carried all of the 
courses in drawing and geography; the 
department has now four teachers. 
Since 1893 the department of physical 
training has been added, wiih three 
teachers and 12 daily classes, enrolling 
600 students. 

More room is needed. The present 
legislature will be asked to adopt $15,000 
for additions to the present training 
school building. The present accommo- 
dations are zot sufficient for the large 
numbers who must have practical 
teaching. 

An appropriation of $63,000 for each of 
the next two years will be asked for 
current expenses. 

Six thousand dollars will be asked for 
the older 
buildings outside and to go for repairs. 

An effort will be made to get a special 
appropriation to maintain a free sum- 
mer session of from six to ten weeks. 
The authorities believe that a term 
opened this summer to the public, free 
—except for a small registration fee— 
would attract 400 to 600 students. 

An effort will probably be made to 
put the school upon a firmer Mlnancial 
basis by asking the legislature to pro- 
vide a small tax as a fixed endowment. 
If such a tax should be ordered by the 
legislature the current expense appro- 
priation of $68,000 for the second year of 
the biennial period would not be need- 
ed. A tax endowment of this kind 
would have its advantages. Its friends 
argue that such assured income permits 
of a permanent policy of improvement 
by the board; provides a more certain 
fund for needed buildings; and allows 
for an increased revenue to correspond 
with the increasing wealth of the state 
and the growth of the school. It would 
involve no greater charge upon the 
state, as the educational institutions re- 
ceive biennially their support in any 
event,

The other large wa- 
ter consumers have paid their  biils, 
why shouldn’t the Hawkins House? 
We have proven conclusively that the 
meter is correct in its measurements 
and that is all that is necessary. It is 
certainly true that the bill is unusual- 
ly large, but that is not our fault. The 
representative of the Worthington 
house, from which we purchased the 
meter now in the Hawkins house, was 
in the city the other day and we took 
him to the proprietor.

The Ladies Catholic Benevolent So- 
ciety are arraging for a progressive 
pedro party to be given Wednesday 
evening, Feb. 8, at the home of Mar- 
garet Fhurman, 204 North st.

Following are some of the items giv- 
en: 

In 20 years the school enrollment has 
grown from 229 to something over 1,000. 
In the last 10 years it has 
nearly 40 per cent, while the average 
membership in the schools has doubled 
in the same time. 

The faculty has increased from 12 
members in 1878 to a roster of 56 now, 

The number of courses offered and 
the number of daily classes scheduled 
have more than trebled. 

Fifteen years ago the entire science 
work of the school was done by the 
teachers; it now requires seven. Nine 
years ago one teacher carried all uf the 
courses in drawing and geography; the 
department has now ` four teachers. 
Since 1893 the department of physical 
training has been added, with three 
teachers and 12 daily classes, enrolling 
600 students. 

More room is needed. The present 
legislature will be asked to adopt $15,000 
for additions to the present training 
school building. The present accommo- 
dations are uot sufficient for the large 
numbers who must have practical 
teaching. | 

An appropriation of $63,000 for each of 
the next two years will be asked for 
current expenses. 

Six thousand dollars will be asked for 
to be devoted to painting the older 
buildings outside and to go for repairs. 

An effort will be made to get a special 
appropriation to maintain a free sum- 
mer session of from six to ten weeks. 
The authorities believe that a term 
opened this summer to the public, free 
—except for a small registration fee— 
would attract 400 to 600 students. 

An effort will probably be made to 
put the school upon a firmer financial 
basis by asking the legislature to pro- 
vide a small tax as a fixed endowment. 
If such a tax should be ordered by the 
legislature the current expense appro- 
priation of $68,000 for the second year of 
the biennial period would not be need- 
ed. A tax endowment of this kind 
would have its advantages. Its friends 
argue that such assured income permits 
of a permanent policy of improvement 
by the board; provides a more certain 
fund for needed buildings; and allows 
for an increased revenue to correspond 
with the increasing wealth of the state 
and the growth of the school. It would 
involve no greater charge upon the 
state, as the educational institutions re- 
ceive biennially their support in any 
event. 


NO DECISION. 


Done About the Hawkins 
House Waiter Meter. 

The board of public works held a 
meeting Saturday evening, but owing 
to the absence of one of the members 
it was deemed advisable to take no ac- 
tion in regard to the Hawkins House 
water meter, a matter which has grown 
to some importance. 

Said one of the board members after 
the meeting: ‘‘We took no action, but, 
tren, I don’t see that there is much to 
be done, anyway. The other large wa- 
ter consumers have paid their bills, 
why shouldn’t the Hawkins House? 
We have proven conclusively that the 
meter is correct in its measurements 
and that is all that is necessary. It is 
certainly true that the bill is unusual- 
ly large, but that is not our fault. The 
representative of the Worthington 
house, from which we purchased the 
meter now in the Hawkins house, was 
in the city the other day and we took 
him to the proprietor. An examination 
of the meter was made and it was found 
that it measured a small quantity when 
all faucets were supposed to be turned 
off. A tour of investigation was then 
made upstairs and it was discovered 
that there was a leak in one of the clos- 
ets, which almost exactly corresponded 
with the flow of the meter. Before 
leaving, the Worthington representative 
told Mr. Lepper that about the best 
thing he could do would be to hire a 
first-class plumber and have him give 
the whole water system in the house 
a thorough overhauling. He said it 
would be money in his (Mr. Lepper’s) 
pocket.

When Men Die Fastest. 

There are a great number of curious 
superstitions as to the time of day 
when a dying person is most likely to 
draw his last breath, and the tide, the 
moon and the wind have all been sup- 
posed to have some share in the mat- 
ter. According to the British Medical 
Journal, Raseri, who has analyzet 25,- 
474 cases of death and 36,515 of birth, 
where the exact time of day was not- 


ed, finds that the maximum number of 


deaths occur in the early afternoon (to 
7 p. m.) and the minimum in the last 
hours before midnight, while the max- 
imum number of births occur in the 
early hours of the morning and the 
minimum in the early hours of the af- 
ternoon. As regards the cause of this, 
he points out that the hours of the 
maximum number of deaths are pre- 
cisely those when the pulse rate and 
temperature are at their highest. in 
health and when there is a febrile ex- 
acerbation in illness.
